i, ie, Ma Elephant. He was a Prince 
or Governor of Feman (pronounced Yeman} or Arabia Felix, in the 
Reign of Negiefbi, who was Emperor of the Abiffins, inthe Time of 
Abdalmorbleb, Mahomet’s Grandfather. The 1osth Chapter of the 
Alcoran, intituled, Sexrat Al-fil, that is, The Chapeer of the Elephant, 
makes mention, of the Punifhment of this Prince, who had many 
Elephants in his Army, when he came to befiege the City Mecca. 
The whole Story is thus related, by the chief ¢Interpreters of that 
Chapter. —— Abrahab, who governed in Sanaa, the Capital of the 
Province of Yeman, perceiving that. a a certain time of the Year; 
moft of the Arabs, travelled to the Prdévinice of Hegiez, which is on 
the Borders of Arabia Deferta, to vifit the Cauba, or Square Houfe, 
which is the Temple of Afecca, thought fit to divert them from 
that Superftitious Worfhip, by ereéting another Placevthat might ~ 
attract theic Curiofity and Devotion; and therefore refolved to 
build a Temple at Sanaa,exceeding that of Mecca in Structure apd Orna- 
ments. This was a muft ftately Church, the ‘Abiffins being Chriftians. 
Yer Abrabah’s Defign could not fucceed without Force, becaufe the 
‘dvabs, who were not Chriftians, inclined to Idolatry, and found fome= 
thing agreeable to their Superftition in the very Stones about Mecca, 
and in its Temple: However, the Coreifhites, who had the Charge 
of that Temple, perceiving the Concourfe of Peopie, and confe- 
quently their Gain, decline, cryed down, as much as they could, 
the C hureh of Sanaa, and at laft made ufe of a notable Cheat; to de- 
firoy its Reputation among the Arabs. To this purpofe, they fent 
thither one of the Family of Kenanab, who getting in to be an Officer 
belonging *to the Church, found his Opportunity, on_a. Feftival, 
when it was to be richly adorned for the People to come in at Night, 
to profane it with Ordure. As foon as h¢ had done it, he fled, and 
{pread the Ncws of this Profanation all the Way he went. <Abra- 
bah underftanding what had happen’d, was fe incenfed againft the” 
Coreifbites, that in Revenge he refolved to make War againft them, 
to befiege Mecca, and deftroy the Temple. Accordingly he marched 
his Army, the greateft Strength whereof confifted in the Elephants, 
towards the Province of Hegiaz, riding himfel€ at the'Head of it on , 
one of thofe Beafts, called Mabmondi: This Blephant.excelled the 
reft in Bulk, and in Whitencfs, for which reafon efteemed as’) 
the Chicf and Mafter of all the reft.. When the Goreé/bites heard of 
this Prince’s March, and thac he had Sch Beafts, which had never, 
tif then, been feen in Arabia, they. defpaired of defending their 
Town or Country with their own Forces, and therefore refolved 
to abandon it, and fly, with their beft Effeéts, to the neighbouring 
Mountain. A5rzh2h, meeting with no Oppofition, plundered afl he 
found. in his March, and being come to the City, affigned his Troops 
their feveral Quarters ; but when he thought, to advance in Perfon 
to view the Place, his Elephant, at the bare fight of the Ci Is, 
turn’d away his Head from them fo violently, that-all th 
Elephants in the Army, who followed his as their

a Tranfactor, whofe ever-famous and memorable Deeds 
ought to infpire us with an awful Reverence and 
Veneration to his Memory. 
The Remembrance of that never-to-be-forgotten 
Event, fure, might rouze'up in us, and incline us to” 
An implicite Obedience and Refignation, and incite 
Us, to center our intire Confidenge in God alone, and 
to reft affured, That in following and keeping the 
. Precepts of God’s Holy Law and Ordinances, we thall 
Acquire perpetual Fame and Renown in ‘this'World 
(fuch as it is) and eternal Blifs, a never-fading Para- 
dife in the other. Not as thofe I‘mentioned above, 
meither thefe others I am going to treat of in the, 
‘Univerfal Deftruction of that accurfed Generation of | 
~ People, who, in one Moment, deprived themfelves of 
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‘QNomplus. As for thofe I had purchafed, after I had kept ’em a

The Fabrick of the Ark being intirely compleated, ; 
with all the Divifions and Appartments, neatly ac- 
commodated in the Infide, and well caulked and 
nailed without, that the Water might not penetrate; , 
the whole Edrfice appeared to be of exquifite Work- 
manfhip, and admirable Contrivance : It was for- 
med after the Manner of a Ship; at the Prow was 
figured a Pigeons Head, and ‘che Poop reprefented 
the Tail of a Cock : It contained in Length Twelve 
Hundred Cubits (2), front the Head to the Stern, and 
Six Hundred in Breadth.

O Sovereign and Compaffionate Lord! Who, that 
confides in thy Divine Goodnefs, fhould ever 
defpair cf thy Mercy and moft Gracigus Pardon? 
Seeing that fo many Years thou didft defer and 
prolong the Punifhment of thofe condemned and pre- 
deftinated Wretches, after thou hadft pafled Sentence 
upon them; whilft their ob¢durate Hearts refufed to 
acknowledge thy Power, till the Scourge fell upon 
them when they leaft expected it! 


After the Ark was fhut up, God ftill detained the 
Flood of Waters for Seven Days; nor in all that 
Interval of Time, was there the leaft Sign or Profpe& 
of Storm or Tempeft; mercifully with-holding His 
avenging Arm in Expectation that poflbly He might 
difcover in that wicked Generation, fome Merits, 
whereby His Juftice might withdraw from them that 
bloody Scourge ; But at laft, feeing their Stubborn- 
nefg .and inflexible Obftinacy herried them on_to 
their Deftiny, and that no Human Means were ca- 
pable of foftning their Obduracy, or diverting their 
Sentence (I mean that dreadful Stroke, the Univer- 
fal Deluge, with which he had threatned them) At 
length, I fay,. weary with Expectation, He ftretched 
out His fharp and deftroying Sword. 
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rara€ avens are opened,
